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Foreword 


The  North  Carolina  Public  Schools  Statistical  Profile  is  a  collec- 
tion of  information  about  North  Carolina's  elementary  and  secondary 
schools.  This  is  the  twentieth  edition  of  the  publication.  It  was  initiated 
in  1975. 

The  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  provide  general  statistical  data  to 
the  public,  professional  educators,  and  the  General  Assembly.  This 
profile  includes  information  on  public  school  pupils,  personnel,  and 
finances.  Part  I  presents  state  totals  with  local  education  agency  totals 
for  some  tables.  Part  II  contains  a  two-page  section  for  each  local 
school  system. 

This  publication  would  not  be  possible  without  the  full  support 
and  dedicated  efforts  of  public  school  administrators,  principals,  and 
teachers.  Their  efforts  in  making  this  information  available  are 
gratefully  acknowledged.

State  Summary 


Pupil  Information 


Pupil  Pupil  accounting  data  are  among  the  most  useful  sources  of  information  available  to 

Accounting  state  and  local  administrators  and  to  the  public  in  general.  This  information  provides  the 

core  of  the  data  bank  used  in  evaluation,  planning,  allocation  of  funds,  and  measurement 
of  compliance  with  federal  and  state  regulations.  The  basic  pupil  accounting  form  used 
in  North  Carolina  is  the  Principal's  Monthly  Report.  There  are  nine  reporting  periods  of 
twenty  school  days  each.  Enrollment  (ENROLL),  average  daily  membership  (ADM),  and 
average  daily  attendance  (ADA)  are  calculated  from  this  report.  Membership-last-day 
(MLD),  promotions  (PROM),  and  nonpromotions  (NP)  are  derived  from  the  ninth  month 
report.  Tables  1  -6  present  state  totals  of  these  student  counts  for  the  past  ten  years.  First 
month  1993-94figuresarelncludedforenrollment,  ADM,and  ADA.  Pupil  accounting  data 
for  each  local  education  agency  (LEA)  appear  in  Part  II. 

The  definitions  of  pupil  accounting  terms  used  in  this  publication  are: 

Enrollment:  The  term  enrollment  represents  the  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the 
state's  public  schools.  Once  a  pupil  is  initially  counted  in  the  enrollment  figure,  he/ 
she  remains  in  that  count  throughout  the  school  year.  Students  transferring  to  the 
North  Carolina  public  school  system  from  another  state  or  from  non-public  schools 
are  added  to  enrollment.  Enrollment  is  not  reduced  by  transfers,  withdrawals, 
deaths,  or  midyear  graduations.  The  end  of  the  year  enrollment  thus  shows  a  higher 
count  than  the  actual  number  of  students  in  school.  Final  enrollment,  therefore, 
should  not  be  compared  to  first  month  enrollment. 

Average  Daily  Membership:  The  total  number  of  school  days  within  a  given  term 
or  school  year  that  a  student's  name  is  on  the  current  roll  of  a  class,  regardless  of 
his  being  present  or  absent,  is  the  "number  of  days  in  membership"  for  that  student. 
The  sum  of  the  "number  of  days  in  membership"  for  all  students  divided  by  the 
number  of  school  days  in  the  term  yields  ADM.  The  final  average  daily  membership 
is  the  total  days  in  membership  for  all  students  over  the  school  year  divided  by  the 
number  of  days  school  was  in  session.  Average  daily  membership  is  a  more 
accurate  count  of  the  number  of  students  in  school  than  enrollment. 

Average  Daily  Attendance:  Attendance  is  the  presence  of  a  student  on  days  when 
school  is  in  session.  A  student  is  counted  as  present  only  when  he  is  actually  at 
school,  present  at  another  activity  sponsored  by  the  school  as  part  of  the  school's 
program,  or  personally  supervised  by  a  member  of  the  staff.  The  total  number  of 
days  of  attendance  for  all  students  divided  by  the  total  number  of  school  days  in  a 
given  period  gives  the  average  daily  attendance  (ADA). 

Membership  Last  Dav.  Promotions,  and  Nonpromotions:  Membership  Last  Day 
refers  to  the  number  of  students  remaining  in  membership  as  of  the  last  day  of 
school  for  the  academic  year.  Students  who  are  in  membership  on  the  last  day  are 
either  advanced  to  the  next  grade  (promotions)  for  the  coming  school  year  or 
retained  in  the  same  grade  (nonpromotions)  for  the  succeeding  school  year. 
Promotions  and  nonpromotions  have  been  adjusted  after  summer  school  for  1 986- 
87  and  following  years. 


NOTE:  Tables  1-6  combine  into  one  column  exceptional  (EXCP)  students  served  in  self-contained 
classrooms  with  trainable  mentally  handicapped  (TMH)  students.  The  pupil  accounting  tables  in 
Part  11  break  these  students  into  two  columns. 


Nonpromotion  Statewide  nonpromotion  rates  over  a  ten-year  period  are  presented  in  Table  7.  The 

Rate  by  rates  were  computed  by  dividing  the  number  ot  nonpromoted  students  (NP)  by  the  last 

Grade  school  day  membership  (MLD).  Nonpromotion  ratesforindividualLEAs  can  be  calculated 

using  NP  and  MLD  figures  given  in  Part  II. 

Since  promotion  policies  vary  among  LEAs,  care  should  be  exercised  in  making 
comparisons  of  nonpromotion  rates,  particularly  at  the  secondary  level.  Many  secondary 
schools  require  the  completion  of  a  fixed  number  of  Carnegie  units  or  of  a  required 
curriculum  to  advance  to  the  next  grade  level.  In  many  cases,  nonpromotion  of  a  grade 
in  high  school  may  indicate  the  failure  of  a  single  course  rather  than  the  entire  or  overall 
course  load  for  that  grade  level. 

In  1986,  the  state  mandated  summer  school  programs  in  all  school  systems.  Many 
students  who  are  not  promoted  at  the  end  of  the  regular  school  session  attend  summer 
school.  A  number  of  them  are  promoted  to  the  next  grade  after  successfully  completing 
the  summer  session.  Nonpronxjtion  rates  for  1986-87  and  following  years  reflect  the 
results  of  summer  school  promotions.  Table  8  reveals  the  impact  of  the  1993  summer 
school  on  the  1992-93  nonpronxition  rate.

The  method  used  in  the  projection  of  school  final  average  daily  membership  is  known 
as  the  cohort  survival  method.  With  this  method,  residential  births  and  grade  membership 
are  used  to  calculate  the  grade  survival  ratios.  In  an  effort  to  obtain  stable  ratios,  a  period 
of  five  years  of  historical  data  is  used.  The  projected  information  has  proven  valuable  to 
all  phases  of  school  planning  both  at  the  state  and  local  levels.  Table  9  summarizes  ADM 
projections  by  grade  level  for  the  state  while  Table  10  gives  the  projected  final  ADM  for 
each  LEA. 


Exceptional  Information  on  the  numbers  of  exceptional  students  identified  and  served  by  primary 

Pupils  exceptionality  classification  as  of  December  1  is  a  part  of  the  certified  headcount 

submitted  to  Student  Information  Management/Accountability  Services  each  year.  The 

figures  in  Table  1 1  represent  an  unduplicated  count  of  students  (ages  0-22)  who  have  a 

required  Individual  Education  Plan  (lEP)  and  who  are  eligible  forfederal  (Title  Vl-B)  funds.

Origin 


Information  on  pupils  in  membership  by  their  race/ethnic  origin  is  collected  biennially 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Instnjction  for  the  Office  for  Civil  Rights  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Education.  During  non-survey  years,  the  same  data  is  collected  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Instmction.  Maintaining  this  information  annually  is  required  to 
ensure  compliance  with  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1 964  and  Title  IV  of  the  Education 
Amendments  of  1 972.  School  membership  is  reported  by  race/ethnic  origin  as  of  the  end 
of  the  first  school  month.  These  figures  should  not  be  confused  with  average  daily 
membership. 


Table  1 2  is  a  summary  of  the  pupils  in  membership  for  1 993-94  by  race  and  sex  for 
each  LEA  and  also  gives  state  totals.  Table  1 3  presents  pupil  membership  by  race  from 
1974-75  to  1993-94.

enrolling  in  trade,  business  and  nursing  schools; 

enlisting  in  military  service; 

seeking  employment; 

other. 

Table  14  is  the  state  summary  of  1993  graduates'  intentions.  Table  15  presents  a 
five-year  history  of  this  information.  High  school  graduates'  intentions  for  each  LEA  can 
be  found  in  Part  II  of  this  publication. 


Projections 
of  High 
School 
Graduates 


A  ten-year  projection  of  the  number  of  high  school  graduates  of  local  public  school 
systems  is  presented  in  Table  16.  The  projections  are  updated  annually  in  the  fall  and 
are  used  by  planners  of  post-secondary  institutions.  The  future  number  of  high  school 
graduates  in  each  LEA  is  determined  by  the  prevailing  birth  counts,  immigration  and 
emigration  rates  into  and  out  of  the  region,  promotions,  and  school  dropout  patterns. 


Public

Dropout  and 
Retention 
Data 


A  dropout  is  a  student  who  leaves  school  before  graduation  or  completion  of  a 
program  of  study  for  any  reason  except  death  ortransf  erto  another  school.  Students  drop 
out  of  school  for  many  reasons  -  academic  failure,  discipline  problems,  employment, 
illness,  marriage,  family  instability,  and/or  dislike  of  school.  The  statistics  on  dropouts 
in  Tatjie  17  are  compiled  from  information  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instnjction  by  local  school  systems. 

There  are  two  commonly  used  measures  of  dropout  rates.  "Annual  dropout  rate" 
measures  the  number  of  students  that  drop  out  of  grades  7-1 2  in  one  school  year.  The 
other,  sometimes  referred  to  as  "non-completion  rate,"  attempts  to  measure  the  number 
of  dropouts  from  one  cohort  group  over  a  four-year  period  as  they  go  through  the  seventh 
through  twelfth  grades.  In  Table  1 7,  the  dropout  rate  given  in  the  last  column  is  the  annual 
rate.  The  second  type  of  dropout  rate  may  be  estimated  by  subtracting  the  "retention  rate" 
from  1 00.  Retention  rate  is  the  ratio  of  the  current  year  twelfth  grade  class  on  the  last  day 
of  school  to  the  ninth  grade  class  of  four  years  ago.  Retention  rates  are  not  adjusted  for 
migration  trends  or  nonpromotion  rates. 


During  the  1992-93  school  year,  3.06  percent  of  the  students  in  seventh  through 
twelfth  grades  dropped  out  of  school. 

Please  bear  in  mind  the  following  when  using  the  data  in  Table  17: 

•  data  priorto  1989-90  were  estimated.  Laterdata  beginning  with  1989- 
90  reflect  what  is  reported  by  the  school  systems; 

•  figures  since  1989-90  include  both  regular  and  alternative  school 
data,  whereas  the  prior  estimates  kept  them  separate  and  reported 
only  estimates  for  regular  high  schools; 

•  and  in  the  1991-92  school  year.  North  Carolina  began  using  a  new 
method  of  calculating  the  annual  dropout  rate.  Dropout  information 
is  now  reported  for  grades  7-12;  therefore,  these  new  lower  rates  are 
no  longer  high  school  dropout  rates.

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Financial  Information 


This  section  is  designed  to  provide  intormation  about  the  tinancing  ot  public  education. 
Since  the  tiscal  years  and  the  school  years  do  not  coincide,  the  data  in  this  section  are  one 
or  more  years  behind  the  data  tound  in  other  sections  ot  this  publication.  Data  obtained  from 
external  sources,  such  as  the  disposable  income  by  counties,  may  lag  two  years  behind. 

The  total  expenditures  for  a  school  year  are  grouped  into  two  major  categories: 

"current  expense  expenditures"  are  all  expenditures  connected  with  the 
daily  operation  of  the  nearly  two  thousand  schools  of  the  state. 

"capital  expense  expenditures"  consist  of  all  disbursements  made  for 
the  construction  of  new  buildings  and  grounds,  reconstruction  or  repair 
of  old  buildings,  and  the  acquisition  of  equipment  with  a  lifetime  greater 
than  a  year. 

The  amount  of  capital  expense  expenditures  fluctuates  considerably  from  year  to  year. 
The  current  expense  expenditures  on  the  other  hand,  being  closely  tied  to  the  number  of 
students,  are  more  stable.  All  derived  statistics  are  computed  for  current  expense 
expenditures  only.  This  is  especially  tme  for  statistics  that  can  be  meaningfully  compared 
over  several  years. 

The  current  expense  expenditures  are  obtained  from  the  Annual  Financial  Report 
submitted  by  local  superintendents  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year.  Although  the  contents 
of  this  report  are  not  audited,  they  are  an  accurate  accounting  of  revenues  and 
expenditures  by  each  LEA  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  By  legislative  mandate,  long-term 
debts  of  school  systems  (debt  service)  are  a  part  of  the  county  budget  and  controlled  by  the 
commissioners  of  the  1 00  counties  and,  therefore,  not  reported  on  the  Financial  Report.  The 
report  contains  all  current  expenditures  for  public  kindergartens,  elementary  and  secondary 
schools,  and  special  schools  for  exceptional  children.  However,  expenditures  for  the 
Governor  Morehead  School  for  the  Blind,  the  North  Carolina  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  the  Fort 
Bragg  and  Camp  Lejeune  military  base  schools,  and  the  Cherokee  Indian  reservation 
schools  are  not  included. 

One  derived  statistic,  "per  pupil  expenditure,"  is  of  special  interest  since  it  is  quoted  and 
compared  most  often.  In  the  tables  of  this  section,  it  is  computed  only  for  current  expense 
expenditures  (excluding  community  services,  Head  Start,  adult  education,  and  inter/intra 
fund  transfers)  by  using  final  average  daily  membership  (ADM).  Other  publications, 
especially  those  from  national  sources,  use  average  daily  attendance  (ADA)  in  computing 
this  statistic.  Since  average  daily  membership  is  greater  than  average  daily  attendance,  the 
latter  method  yields  a  higher  figure  for  the  "per  pupil  expenditures."  The  average  daily 
attendance  figures  in  other  sections  of  the  Profile  can  be  used  to  convert  per  pupil 
expenditure  figures  contained  in  this  section  to  ones  based  on  average  daily  attendance. 

The  expenditure  data  contained  in  this  section  have  three  distinct  funding  sources.  The 
first  two,  "State"  and  "Federal,"  are  the  amounts  spent  for  education  from  the  budgets  of  state 
and  federal  governments  respectively.  The  "local"  expenditures,  on  the  other  hand,  are  not 
synonymous  with  the  amounts  expended  by  local  county  governments.  All  expenditures  not 
funded  by  the  state  or  the  federal  governments  are  regarded  as  "local"  expenditures.  As 
such,  they  include  all  funds  supplied  from  local  governments  and  other  local  sources.

There  are  two  tables  in  this  section  that  list  the  per  pupil  expenditures  for  each  school 
system.  One  includes  all  current  expense  expenditures  while  the  other  excludes  all 
expenditures  connected  with  child  nutrition  activities.  The  need  for  two  separate  tables 
emerged  from  our  definition  of  "local"  expenditures.  Since  the  expenditures  students  make 
in  purchasing  their  lunches  are  not  funded  by  the  state  or  federal  governments,  they  are 
regarded  as  part  of  the  local  expenditures.  In  some  contexts,  however,  there  is  a  need  to 
bring  the  local  expenditures  as  close  to  the  amounts  spent  by  local  governments  as  possible. 
The  second  per  pupil  expenditure  table  is  designed  to  respond  to  that  need.  Current  expense 
expenditures  are  given  by  source  of  funds  and  on  a  per  pupil  basis  for  each  LEA  in  Part  II 
of  this  publication.
